FINANCIER ACCUSED 
IN FRAUD KILLS SELF 


Missing Hollywood Man, Under 
Indictment, Ends Life at 
Roswell, N. M.

R OSW ELL, N. M * A pril 8.—A 
man who made meticulous ar- 


rangements for committing suicide 
yesterday was identified today by 
Frank Talmage, undertaker, as 
Benjamin F. Tatem, 62 years old, 
Hollywood (Cal.) financier, who 


was indicted last May for the theft 
of $217,687.35. A description was 
supplied from press accounts by a 
local newspaper. 

A note to the Coroner said: 
“Poor health and financial worry 
only reason.” Another addressed 
to T.“ said: “My dear sweetheart: 
You have carried the load long 
enough.” It was signed “Frank.” 
The note and several letters were 
dated Sunday, April 5. A note to 
the undertaker said Tatem left 
$50,000 life insurance and asked 
him to get in touch with Howard 
B. Henshey, Los Angeles. 

In the guise of a health seeker 

and using the name Nat 
Tatem came to Roswell 10 months 
ago and went to the Oscar White 
ranch “to recuperate.” He shun- 
ned companionship. Last night at 
the ranch he shot himself in the 
heart. 
Tatem was indicted following 
the merger of the B. F. Tatem Fi- 
nance Co. and the North Holly- 
wood Mortgage Co. The indict- 
ments, which included 15 counts of 
grand theft and several counts of 
misapplication of funds, charged 
Tatem failed to deliver assets to 
the stockholders of the mortgage 
company after the merger. 
The indictment was returned se- 
cretly May 15, 1930. Tatem, how- 
ever, disappeared without appear- 
ing for arraignment. Mrs. Tatem 
joined in a search for her husband. 
saying she feared he would kill 
himself, 

Tatcm was reported s-en~ in 
Mississippi, Texas, Virginia, Ari- 
zona, Oklahoma and the Hawaiian 
Islands, but in each case evaded 
police. 

Tatem was born in Norfolk, Va., 
and had two sisters living: there, 
police said. For 10 years he was 
in the mercantile business in Jop- 
lin, Mo. 


PLAGUE OF BUSFALO GNATS 


IN SOUTH; LIVESTOCK - KILLED 


125 Mules Die in One County in 
Mississippi Lowlands; People 
Warned.

CLARKSDALE, Iiss., April 8 — 
A plague of buffalo gnats today 
wrought havoc in the Mississippi 
River lowlands of this state, Ar- 
kansas, and Louisiana, killing live- 
stock and menacing the lives of 
people. 

Harris Barnes, Coahoma County 
farm agent, said he had received 
reports of the death of 125 mules 
in the county within 48 hours from 
More than 100 mules 
have been reported killed in Arkan- 
sas and many head of livestock in 
Louisiana. 

Authorities issued a warning to 
people to avoid the gnats, and live- 
stock men are using every means 
to protect their cattle. The gnats 
arrive in swarms like clouds and 
settle on deserted houses in outly- 
ing sections as well as on barns and 
herds of cattle.

Prince Henri, Count of 
Paris, Marries Princess 
Isabelle of Orleans and 
Braganza at Palermo.

Bride and Bridegroom Both 
Descendants of Last 
French Sovereign — To 
Tour Europe by Auto.

PALERMO, Sicily, April 
Prince Henri, Count of Paris, and 
Princess Isabelle of Orleans and 
Braganza, both descendants of the 
last King of France, were mar- 
ried here this forenoon at a cere- 


mony witnessed by many of the 
highest aristocracy and nobility of 
Europe. 
The ceremony was performed by 
Cardinal Lavitrano, archbishop of 
Palmero, who at first had with- 
drawn from the wedding arrange- 
ments in a protest of the Holy See 
against attendance of two editors 
under the ban of the church. 
The -Vatican withdrew its ob- 
jections to his participation yester- 
day, when, it is thought, it was 
pointed out that the excommuni- 
eated editors, Leon Daudet and 
Charles Maurras, would be present 
only as reporters and not as guests. 
The wedding took place in the 
cathedral, near the Villa d’Aumale, 
which is property of the Duke of 
Guise, father of Prince Henri and 
pretender to the French throne, 
and was the site of Louis Philippe’s 
exile at the time of Napoleon's ab- 
dication.

Less than five weeks before his 
death, Nathan Frank radically 
changed his will, which, as drafted 
last November, provided that most 


of his estate, estimated at $4,000,- 
000, should go to establishment of 
outer parks and playgrounds, day 
nurseries and children’s homes, 
By a codicil, which he executed 
March 3, Mr. Frank revoked the 
provisions for the parks, nurseries 
and homes, and left the bulk of his 
estate to his nephew and two 
nieces. They are Alfred Frank of 
Oakland, Cal., Mrs. Grace F. Green- 
hall of the Congress Hotel, and 
Mrs. Brannette M. Krupp of El Pa- 
so, Tex. The will, showin_; the orig- 
inal provisions, but with the codicil 
annulling them, was filed today by 
Louis B. Sher, attorney for the 
estate. 

Mr. Frank, former Congressman, 
former newspaper publisher and 
large realty owner, died Sunday in 
Jewish Hospital, aged 79. He un- 
derwent a prostatic operation a 
month before, but had partly re- 
covered from its effects before his 
which was diagnosed 
as septicemia, diabetes and arterio- 
sclerosis. 

Bequests to Public Objects. 
The will, in its final form, con- 
itis these bequests to public ob-

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NEW $10,000 LIGHT _ 
MAKES AIRPORT AT 


4,000,000 Candlepower Lamp 
to Be in Use at Field 
Tomorrow Night. 


Lambert-St. Louis Field, the mu- 
nicipal airport, at night is virtually 
as bright as day under the 
beams of the new 4,000,000 candle- 
power flood light, which will be 
formally turned on tomorrow 
night at a ceremony in which city 
officials will participate. It com- 
pletes the lighting system of the 
flying field. 

The light, a single-arc lamp, 
floods the landing area of 375 
acres with light so bright as to re- 
veal the slightest rough spot on the 
field. The outer rim of light is 
marked by the red boundary lamps, 
set on small pyramids painted 
black and yellow. The flood light 
is mounted on a 15-foot base at the 
west side of the field, and is con- 
nected with a complete substation 
installed in the basement of ~the 
control building. The light is turned 
on by an attendant when the en- 
gine of a plane is heard overhead, 
or at the hour of arrival of planes 
operating on schedule. 

The light cost $7680, without in- 
stallation. The generator substa- 
tion cost $2000, bringing the total 
cost, including installation, to more 
than $10,000, paid from the $2,- 
000,000 airport bond issue. 
Another recent installation at the 
airport is an amplifying system, 
which can be heard a mile. The 
system is required by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce for the broad- 
casting of weather reports and 
other announcements of import- 
ance to pilots. using the field. 


THREE FINED $10 FOR PUTTING 
ADULTERATED MEAT ON SALE, 


They Plead Guiity; 30 Others Are 
Awaiting Trial on Similar 
Charges. 
Three owners of meat markets, 
charged with offering adulterated 
meat for sale, were fined $10 each 
by Judge Butler in the Court of 
Criminal Correction today when 
they pleaded guilty. They were 


among 33 named in warrants re- 
cently after an investigation by in- 
spection of the State Food and 
Drug Department. Cases against 
most of the others are set for April 
24. 

Those fined today were Louis A. 
Luer, 1508 South Broadway; Rue- 
ben Kessler, 1904 South Broad- 
way, and L. F. Degen, 1905 South 
Broadway. The adulterant was 
sodium sulphite, a cleaning com- 
pound which when added to stale 
hamburger: gives it the appearance 
of fresh meat. Counsel for the de- 
fendants told the Court about 80 
per cent of the butchers in St. 
Louis have used it. 

Judge Butler said enforcement of 
the law had been neglected and 
that he would be lenient with first 
offenders.

The amendments had majorities 
ef 10,000 to 13,000 in yesterday's 
voting, but this was not sufficiént, 
as a three-fifths majority is re- 
quired to carry a charter amend- 
ment proposal. The-showing was 
better than that of last fall, when 
majorities of 10,000 to 15,000 were 
shown against the amendments. 
They may not soon be placed be- 
fore the voters again, as no regu- 
lar election is scheduled before 
the presidential election of Novem- 
ber, 1932. 

Of those who voted on the alder- 
manic ticket yesterday, 81 per cent 
voted also on the amendments. 
The proposed amendments were 
mumber 10 to 18 inclusive, and the 
vote on the different amendments 
varied by 2000 each way. A con- 
siderable number of the voters dis- 
eriminated among the amendments, 
as is shown by the fact that the 
high and low proposals, in yester- 
day’s voting, were the same as in 
the election last fall. 

2373 Votes Short. 

The largest affirmative vote yes- 
terday was polled by No. 11, which 
provided for service by publication 
on property owners who could not 
otherwise be reached. The vote on 
this was: Yes, 51,309; No, $8,161. 
Three-fifths of the vote cast on 
this proposal would be 53,682, so 
that the proposal failed by 2373 
votes. 

No. 11 also had the largest af - 
firmative vote last November, 
When the vote upon it was: Tea, 
49,315; No, 59,660. 

No. 14, which provided for ex- 
pediting condemnation work by 
paying money into court and take 
ing possession of property, had the 
smallest affirmative vote, both yes- 
terday and last November. Yes- 


terday’s vote upon it was: Yes, 
49,638; No, $9,453; short of the 
mecessary number for passage, 


3816. Last November, No. 14 had 
this vote: Yes, 45,776; No, 61,464. 

As it appeared on the ballot, No. 
14 was shown as “providing for 
interlocutory judgments for bene- 
fits in condemnation proceedings, 
which judgments shall be a lien 
upon the property.“ This phrase- 
ology is betieved to have alarmed 
gome voters. 

The order in which the amend- 
ments ran in this election, from 
the highest to the lowest affirma- 
tive vote, was: Nos. 11, 12, 10, 17, 
18, 16, 13, 15, 14. The order last 
November was: Nos. 11, 12, 10, 13, 
17, 18, 15, 16, 14. 

No. 16, which would make spe- 
ial taxes payable in 10 install 
ments, instead of the present seven, 
fared better in this election than 
last year. 

Opposition to the amendments, 
im the recent campaign, was con- 
nected with the current objection 
to the special tax system of pro- 
viding for street widening. The 
Proposed amendments did not af- 
fect the continuance of that Sys- 
tem, one way or the other, but pro- 
vided a more expeditious means of 
carrying out condemnation work. 

Opposed by Tax League. 

An advertisement published 
Monday, urging voters to oppose 
the amendments, was signed by the 
St. Louis Tax League, Ernest G. 
Speh, president, and Edward M. 
Ruddy, secretary. It stated that 
“The St. Louis Tax League asks 
all voters who are opposed to the 
present special assessment method 
of paying for street widening to 
vote against all the proposed 
Charter amendments.” No detailed 
explanation was given. 

A word-of-mouth campaign, to 
the effect that the amendments 
would mean increased taxes, was 
also carried on. City Counselor 
Muench issued a statement denying 
that the proposals either would or 
could have such effect.

MAIL CLERK GETS YEAR FOR 
$880 POSTAGE STAMP THEFT 


Court Denies Pastor’s Plea for 
Leniency Toward Man Who 
Robbed Fellow Employes. 

Raymond E. Herman, 5848 The- 
odosia avenue, was sentenced to 
one year in jail by Federal Judge 
Davis today for stealing $880 in 
postage stamps from the cages of 
fellow mail clerks at the Main

denied a plea of leniency made on 
behalf of Herman by the Rev. Rus- 
sell Wilbur, pastor of Notre Dame 
de Lourdes Church.

Herman’s thefts began last May. 
When he was arrested in February. 
$190 in stamps were found in his 
home. He confessed taking them 
and others worth $690 from three 
fellow clerks, one a woman. He 
made restitution to the Postoffice 
Department which returned the 
money to the three clerks who had 
been forced to- make good the 
shortages. Two of the clerks had 
found it necessary to borrow 
money to meet the shortages.

The decree affirmed intention of 
the Government to suppress the 
revolt, which, apparently instigated 
by political deportees, has over- 
thrown the Lisbon authority in 
Funchal. An offer will be made the 
garrison at Funchal and the mili- 
tary junta there to allow them to 
return to the Government fold.

sent to Madeira, will be under- 
taken. 

“Subject to special regulations, a 
today’s decree says, “warships and 
merchantmen may enter and leave 
the ports in order to evacuate for- 
eign residents.”

So the board told the farmer to reduce his planting, 
at the same time entering the market to purchase his 
surplus and support his prices, so that it would not 
be necessary for him to follow its advice. This, how- 
ever, the board, insists, was a wise move. It has kept 
domestic wheat prices 25 cents or 35 cents.above the 
world level and put millions into the farmer’s pocket. 
In fact, the board is so convinced of the wisdom of 
its policy that it has announced its intention to aban- 
don it before the new crop is grown. It has come 
to the conclusion that the plan which worked so 
splendidly in 1930 and 1931, might work less well in 
1931 and 1932. It has discovered that wheat surpluses 
have a way of reappearing year after year; that it 
cannot indefinitely buy these surpluses at high prices, 
hold them in storage and sell them at low prices. 
The Farm Board failure has revived the export de- 
benture and equalization fee projects, which Sen- 
ators McNary, Norbeck, Borah, Jones and Watson are 
already promising to reintroduce at the coming ses- 
sion of Congress. Price boosting has failed, they cry, 
therefore let us have more price boosting. The “stag- 
gering -oss” which the Farm Board will inevitably 
suffer will not be too much to pay, in the opinion of 
Senator David Reed, “if we have learned our lesson.” 
Farm leaders, obviously, have not yet learned their 
lesson. They do not yet see that the farmer’s sal- 
vation lies in less price manipulation, not in more 
price manipulation; that he must remove the tariff 
burdens from the things he buys, not impose new 
burdens on the things he sells; that he must destroy 
old barriers to trade, not erect new ones. This is 
the lesson that agriculture must some day learn. Ex- 
perience will be its stern teacher.

RAIL AND BUS AND PIPELINE. 
Like many other railroads, the Southern Pacific 
has lost business to busses and pipelines, but, instead 
of complaining about it, this road has decided to 
také over its competitors, in which, as its annual re- 
port shows, it has invested $16,000,000. Legal dif- 
ficulties may. be encountered in this program of ex- 
pansion, and questions of public policy arise, but the 
action is, we believe, prophetic. One thing is certain: 
the railroads cannot live and prosper on their reputa- 
tions. Any transportation agency which proves its 
worth is bound to survive. The bus and truck have 
won their place by reason of their flexibility, while 
economy of operation is the pipeline’s credential. 
Evolution seems to be pointing to a unification of 
all facilities—rail, river, bus, pipeline and air—as 
the transportation system of the future. The South- 
ern Pacific’s management seems to be somewhat 
quicker on the trigger than the others. 
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THE ELECTION. 
The farce of putting a Democratic aldermanic ticket 
in the field was again demonstrated yesterday when 
the Republicans, led by Mr. Neun with a plurality 
of more than 50, 000 votes, swept the field. In a city 
with a heavy Republican majority no Democrat may 
look forward to a seat in the Board of Aldermen un- 
less the system by which Aldermen are elected by 
city-wide vote is changed. Two-party government is 
a dead letter in St. Louis, and the city is reaping ‘the 
evils that inevitably arise from lack of minority rep- 
resentation. 
Of the four incumbents running for re-election to 
the School Board, John C. Tobin was the only one to 
fail. Mr. Tobin refused to make a campaign on the 
ground that it is undignified to scramble for mem- 
bership on the Board of Education. It was a praise- 
worthy position for him to take, but it left him han- 
dicapped, and Dr. Cameron succeeded in nosing him 
out by a few hundred votes. Mrs. Michael, who has 
a tremendous following among women, led the ticket 
and Milton F. Napier, who introduced circus meth- 
ods in his campaign, ran a poor seventh. 
Once more the nine Charter amendments were 
beaten. They all received sizable majorities, but less 
than the three-fifths necessary for passage. Their 
defeat is attributable in part to the opposition of or- 
ganizations lined up against the policy of financing 
street widenings by special taxes, although failure 
of the amendments to carry has no direct effect what- 
ever upon that policy. Passage of the amendments 
would have speeded up city improvements under the 
1923 bond issue, and the voters now have only them- 
selves to blame for the continuance of the present 
slow, and cumbersome condemnation methods. 
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DESTITUTION AND DESPERATION. 

With its goal of $300,000 for unemployment relief 
less than two-thirds completed after several weeks of 
effort, the citizens’ committee has begun à campaign 
of personal solicitation.

Smoke, Destroyer of Buildings 


Poisonous gases from impurities in coal long known to damage human tissues and 
vegetation; German investigator now traces decay of stone buildings to sulphurous 
fumes; structures which have withstood elements for centuries decaying in pres- 
ence of smoke; only use of gas, oil or coke as substitute can check this destruction. 


large cities of this country deteriorate, one 
would think those would have crumbled to 
dust in half the time. The difference may 
be accounted for in part by the milder, more 
equable climate of Western Europe. Maybe 
our hasty methods of construction are also 
to blame. But making liberal allowance on 
both these counts, I think we must admit 
the discrepancy is not cleared up. 

The results of investigations carried out 
the last few decades and recently pub- 
lished in Germany (E. Blanck, Chemie der 
Erde) throw some light on this matter, 
Newspapers told not long ago that the great 
cathedral of Cologne was in dire need of 
repair; mortar and the stone itself were dis- 
integrating so rapidly that the whole struc- 
ture would be ruined unless something were 
done at once. Buildings in other cities of 
the industrial section of Germany have been 
affected in the same way. It is rather sig- 
nificant that these failures are of some- 
what recent date. It seems to be a fact that 
since the middle and latter part of the last 
century, stone and mortar do not withstand 
the ravages of time as they did in the cen- 
_ turies before. It was suspected that the 

change might be due to smoke, ag the build. 
ings affected are in the thickly populated 
industrial aréa of Germany. 

* * * 

Analyses of decaying stone in these build- 
ings were compared with similar analyses of 
freshly quarried rock of the same character. 
As a result, it is pretty well established that 
sulphurous gas generated in the combustion 
of soft coal is one of the chief causes of the 
relatively rapid deterioration of buildings 
which had withstood the attack of the ele- 
ments for centyries. It is only some 50 years 
since Germany developed into the great in- 
dustrial région that it now is. In the course 
of that time, the consumption of soft coal 
has increased by leaps and bounds, Even 
for domestic purposes far more coal is used 
now than 50 years ago; up to that time 

‘wood was the main fuel for domestic needs, 

Now, to come back to America, in our 
Middle Western cities soft coal has been the 
staple fuel from the béginning. What won- 
der then that building materials, espectally 
stone and mortar, tend to disintegrate rela- 
tively fast in this Climate of great extremes 
of temperature, when in addition they aré 
subjected to the attack of acid gases from 
our chimney flues? 

We have considered the harmful effects 
of acid gases in gmoke on Vegetation and 
building material, and I must leave you to 
infer what its effects must be on the hu- 
man system. Think of how the air courses 
back and forth through the lungs and 
breathing passages! It must be no slight 
tax on the system to neutralize all the acid 
which comes in contact with the tissues. 

What of the remedy? This part of the 
smoke problem cannot be solved by better 
combustion. The only effective remedy can 
be in the use of cleaner fuel. Those who 
use gas, Oil or coke are cqntributing just 
that much toward a solution. But, until 
some feasible method is found of éliminat- 
ing pyrite from the vast ambunt of soft coal 
consumed in this city, we must be resigned 
to the necessity of resowing our lawns every

Ar traced to two sources. One, the 


combustion, or rather incomplete combus- 
tion, of coal itself, and the other the produc- 
tion in this process of poisonous gases from 
the impurities in coal. 

Let us consider one of the latter, the sul- 
phurous gases which result from the burn- 
ing of a mineral, pyrite, present in most 
varieties of soft coal. The mineral is iron 
sulphide. It occurs in large and small 
masses and in fine veinlets scattered 
through the coal layers in the mine. The 
lumps are much heavier than coal, but it 
can be recognized by its yellowish color. 

Any of this material that gets into your 
stove or furnace takes fire, using up just 
that much oxygen to produce iron oxide and 
sulphurous gases that are swept up the 
chimney and dissipated in the air. This is 
a very serious source of air pollution for St. 
Louis. Our coals contain considerable 
amounts of pyrite, all the way from small 
lumps to invisible grains. A lump weigh- 
ing a pound contains over half a pound of 
sulphur which on burning will generate 11 
cubic feet of 802. This shows what a 
source of air contamination such an impur- 
ity in coal must be, especially when you 
consider that it does not take a large piece 
to weigh a pound. Coal weighs only a little 
more than water, but pyrite weighs four or 
five times as much, 

Consider now that this process is going 
on more or less in all the great heating and 
industrial plants in St. Louis where coal is 
used for fuel, and you will appreciate how 
the air we breathe is vitiated. Fortunately 
these sulphur gases are soon vastly diluted 
when they mingle with the outside air, and 
combine with moisture to form acid,

You may have noticed that during a pro- 
longed calm in a dry period, the air becomes 
steadily more hazy and more oppressive. 
Your throat and lungs become irritated and 
even sore, This, no doubt, is due in great 
part to the sulphur gases. A strong wind 
or a rain clears the air, because the sulphur 
gases are very soluble in water. With it 
they fall to the ground, and either soak in 
or run off to the sewers. If it were not for 
such occasional wind and rain, the city

“Monsieur Pigalle is about to 
come here,“ Voltaire wrote when 
informed that his friends had ar- 
ranged for the portrait, “to make 
a study of my face, but to accom- 
plish his aim it is necessary that 
I should possess a face, whereas 
one could hardly guess. where its 
place is. My eyes have sunken 
three inches, my cheeks are like | 
old parchment stuck on to bénes | 
which have nothing to hold on to. 
The few teeth I had left have de- 
parte d.“ 

Pigalle went to Ferney. where 
Voltaire was living in exile in 1770 
and made a hurried clay model of 
the philosopher's head from which 
later he made a statue of the full 
figure. It bas remained to this 
day in the Institute of France. In 
1778 Pigalle made another portrait 
of Voltaire on the order of De | 
Marigny, a brother of Mme. Pomp- 
adour, but this has been lost. 

A contemporary writer said of 
the second portrait, “His face was 
so buried that one could discover 
only his two eyes, as brilliant as 
carbuncles.” ‘This indicates the 
sculptor depicted Voltaire as he 
actually was in the last stages of 
tuberculosis, even more shrunken 
than he appeared in the. earlier 
portrait, and lends golor to the as- 
sumption that the b at the mu- 
seum was made from the earlier 
study. : 

The museum’s portrait, which ts 
of terra cotta, is apparently the 
only bust of Voltaire by Pigalle 
which has survived and a further 
interest attaches to it because only 
one other example of the artist's 
work, a portrait of Madame Pom- 
padour is known in this country. 

The Gothic head, ‘larger than 
life size, is reputed to have come 
from a private chapel in the neigh- 
borhood of Lille, France. It is 
broken off at the neck and there 
is no hint of costume which might 
help in identifying it. 

The head is in nearly perfect 
condition and still retains much of 
its original polychromy. The nose 
is small and perky, the mouth 
pouting, and the eyelids, drooping 
slightly to the left lend an air of 
individuality to the piece which 
runs counter to the suggestion that 
it is an idealized statue of a saint 
or angel. The latter theory, how- 
ever, is enhanced by the abstfact 
treatment of the hair and the ap- 
parent disregard of the bony 
structure of the face characteristic 
of the traditional representation of 
sacred subjects.

Over the protest of Senator 
Morgan and other Republi- 
can Senators that it was an “un- 
fair gerrymander designed to seize 
a political advantage,“ the Demo- 
cratic majority stood as a unit in 
voting down amendments from the 
Republican side, and in standing 
firmly for the bill as reported by 
the Elections Committee, and as 
approved by the caucus. 

The only amendment to receive 
the approval of the Senate was of- 
fered by Senator Warner of St. 

It merely transferred the 
Fourteenth Ward in St. Louis from 
the proposed Eighth to the pro- 
posed Tenth district, and the Tenth 
Ward from the proposed Tenth 
district to the proposed Eighth. 

Governor’s Veto Predicted. 

While the bill undoubtedly will 
be passed in the Senate, it is far 
from becoming a law, as to reach 
final enactment it must be passed 
by the House and signed by the 
Governor. It may be put through 
the House, as it was the Senate, as 
a Strictly partisan proposition, 
though it is doubtful if that will 
be possible. And it will have an 
even harder time when it gets to 
the Governor.

Attitude of Caulfield. 

As to a gubernatorial veto, it is 
said that, while Gov. Caulfield’ 
realizes that a veto will cause 


much political and economic dis- 
turbance, he feels that he woypld 
not be justified in signing a meas- 
ure which he believed to be unfair. 
He is said to take the position that 
through other means than this 
legislation the redistricting matter 
can be worked out. 

It is the thought of the admin- 
istration that a redistricting. bill 
could be submitted to the voters 
in 1932. under the initiative, and if 
that should fail the 1933 Legisla- 
ture could make another try at the 
job. Tho Republicans hope by 
1933 to control at least one House 
of the Legislature. 

Seemingly there is an opportun- 
ity to have future legislative action 
on a congressional districting bill, 
there being nothing in the Mis- 
souri Constitution or laws con- 
trolling the creation of congres- 
Under general law 
they may be fixed by the Legisla- 
ture or through an initiative act 
submitted to the voters. 

The Republicans say that it 
would be better to have no dis- 
tricts for two years than to have 
districts which they class as un- 
fair, and which would continue for 
at least 10 years. 

Amendments Withdrayn. 


Until late yesterday afternoon 
the Democratic leaders were un- 
certain that the majority lines 
would hold. While there had been 
a caucus, or conference, on the 
bill there had been no attempt to 
pledge the Senators. It was more 
a gentlemen’s agreement, and three 
Senators had not enterd into it. 
During th day there had been 
many informal conferences. 

By the time Senator Crouse of 
St. Joseph, chairman of the Elec- 
tions Committee, called the bill up, 
doubts had been dissipated. Crouse 
withdrew all proposed amendments, 
which had been put forward in an 
effort to satisfy several Senators 
who objected to the exact forma- 
tion of some districts, and went be- 
fore the Senate with the bill as it 
was reported by the Elections Com- 
mittee. 

The attack from the Republican 
side began with the offering of an 
amendment by Senator Morgan to 
change the lines of the proposed 
Third District in Northwest Mis-

Effectei to Let 


| Youngsters Enjoy All Benefits of 


‘Normal American Lite. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Wilbur’s move- 
ment to fit the Indian into normal 
American life has been extended to 
include admission of Indian chil- 
dren into public schools. 

A report by Indian Bureau offi- 
cials, based on an inspection trip 
through California, Nevada, Arizo- 
na and Oklahoma, shows Indian 
schools in those states are rapidly 
being consolidated with public 
schools, and the Indians receiving 
all the advantages white students 
enjoy. 

In no case, Bureau officials say, 
are the Indians being segregated 
or is there discrimination against 
them. In San Diego County, Cali- 
fornia, recommendation has been 
made that three of the Govern- 
ment’s five Indian schools be con- 
solidated with. the nearest public 
school. 

The majority of the Indian chil- 
dren in Oklahoma already are in 
public schools, but plans are being 
made whereby students in the high- 
er grades of some Indian boarding 
schools will be transferred to pub- 
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lic institutions and live in Govern- 
ment dormitories.

ROCKNE DEATH IN PLANE LAID 
TO WEATHER IN U. S. REPORT 


Commerce Department Finds Sleet 
Was on Wings; Ice Did Not 
Break 1 
By the Associated 
WASHINGTON. Abril 8. — The 
weather has been officially listed as 
the primary reason for the airplane 
crash that killed Coach Knute 
Rockne and seven other persons at 
Bazaar, Kan., on March 31. 
After saying unofficially that ice 
broke the plane propeller, the Com- 
merce Department asserted yester- 
day that a coating of sleet on the 
wings of the plane apparently was 
responsible for the mishap. 
In formal findings, the depart- 
ment said its aeronautics inspector 
found evidence which indicated 
weather was the “primary cause 
of the accident.” 
After the pilot received radio re- 
ports from Wichita that the weath- 
er was clear at that point, the 
statement said, he probably at- 
tempted to get above the clouds. 
“In doing so,” the findings said, 
“it is thought that ice collected on 
the plane and possibly rendered in- 
operative certain instruments that 
function through the air stream. 
“Without these instruments to 
assist the pilot, the plane apparent- 
ly went into a steep dive. The 
results seem to indicate that, on 
coming out of this maneuver, the 
change of direction occurred with 
such unusual rapidity as to build 
up an enormous load on the wings, 
which in turn brought about the 
wing failure.’’ 
The decision was changed, it was 
explained, because a missing pro- 
peller has been found, It was 
thought at first ice had shattered 
the propeller, the subsequent vibra- 
tion tearing off a wing, but ‘the 
missing part was discovered buried 
in the ‘Ground.

ing a platform favoring repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment and a 
convert of nations and opposing 
Government interference with pri- 
vate business, former Senator Jo- 
seph I. France of Maryland an- 
nounces himself a candidate for 
the Republican nomination for the 
presidency of the United States, He 
said he was an  anti-prohibition 
candidate in opposition to Presi- 
dent Hoover. 


“The eighteenth amendment,” he 
said in his platform, is an impor- 
tant issue, but involves two para- 
mount issues: Shall we elect to the 
presidency any man who can con- 
done such a terrific blow struck at 
the very roots of constitutional 
government? Shall the people 
elect to the presidency, at this crit- 
ical time, any man who has lacked 
the candor and the courage to 
state boldly and clearly where he 
stands upon this and every impor- 
tant issue of vital concern to the 
American people?” 

Dr. France, who is a physician, 
was in the United States Senate 
from 1917 to 1923. He was one of 
the “irreconcilables” who opposed 
the entry of the country into the 
League of Nations, proposing as a 
substitute a concert of nations. He 
was not in favor of the soldier 
bonus or of the four-Power pact 
developing from the disarmament 
conference in Washington. In 1920 
he advocated opening trade rela- 
tions with Russia, but opposed rec- 
ognition. 

His announcement brings him 
into the political arena after eight 
years of retirement. During that 
time he made his home on his 
farm in Cecil County. His second 
wife, whom he married in Paris 
in 1927, is a native of Russia.

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Bankruptcy Referee Assails 
Contention $26,350 Giv- 
en to Illinois Paper Can 
& Tube Co. Was Loan. 


OTTENAD’S CLAIM 
AS ASSIGNEE DENIED 


Promoter’s Aid Before Con- | 
cern Went Bankrupt Had 


Been Transferred to Cap- | 
ital Account. 


When the Illinois Paper Can & 
Tube Co. needed funds, Ben G. 
Brinkman, promoter and financier, 
advanced money totaling 826,330. 
After the company became bank- 
rupt, he contended the amounts 
were loans, although they had 
been transferred to capital ac- 
eount, and he. was severely crifti- 
cised by Referée-in-Bankruptcy 
Coles for his change of position. 

The, Referee’s criticism was in 
an opinion Monday denying 4 
rlaim of L. A. Ottenad, a rea! 
estate dealer, for 926,350 as as- 
signee of Brinkman. 

“It is evident.” the Referee's 
opinion states, that before fail- 
ure of the company Brinkman and 
Ottenad thought it desirable to 
treat Brinkman's advances as con- 
tributions to the company's cap-] 
jtal account. Now that bank 
ruptey has occurred, they want to 
retrace their steps, undo what they] 
have deliberately done, and revert 
to the more favorable position of a} 
creditor. I do not think a court 
of equity can sanction the course 
suggested.” 

Ottenad's claim was based on his 
contention that a debt of the com- 
pany to Brinkman was assigned te 
him and his brother, B. L. Otte- 
nad, in October. 1928. Brinkma 
acquired the eapital stock of the 


it to the Ottenads for $31,900. 

Transferred to Capital Account. 

I.. A. Ottenad contended that he 
thereby succeeded to the rights o 
Urmkman in the sums advance 
by Brinkman to the company. The 
Referee, however, found that 
credit to Brinkman of 323.281, cov 
ering advances, was transferred te 
the company’s capital account 
when its capital stock became im 
paired in July.
